The sheriff then declared th at no citi­ 
zen or officer should be injured by P ar­ 
ra. and called on the prisoner to throw 
ap his hands. 
I have decided to shoot him down if 
he resists,” said he. as he opened the 
cell door. 
Five officers drew their 0- 
shootors and covered tho prisoner.

was removed w ithout difficulty, but a 
dirk was found at his feet. 
The trap doors sprung open as the 
sheriff pulled the lever, and Geronimo 
P arra’s head was alm ost severed from 
his body by the lope. 
Geronemo Parra was a n o te d c a t tle 
thief a n d was e x e c u te d for th e m urder 
of Hanger George F u s a e lm a n ,c o m m itte d 
more than n in e years ago.
